5. Pravda Article by Gomulka Refers to Cuba - Principal reported coverage 
of the Cuban situation in Pravda for November 5 was that contained in a 
long article by Wladislaw Gomulka on the 45th anniversary of the October 
Revolution. Gomulka wrote that "in these days of tension" the world sees 
that "war is characteristic of the image of imperialism" but "the image 
of socialism is the image of peace." 

6. Jamming - During nearly all VOA news programs beamed at the Soviet 
union on November 5 jamming was lighter than it had been last weel with 
such items as US insistence on on-the-site inspection allowed to go 
through. Considerably more sensitivity was shown toward VOA news 
concerning Sino-Indian clashes.
